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FLUE IS NOT UNKIND * 
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•Melbourne, Jan. 28. (By Mail).— 


That the Spanish influenza epidemic 
which lias attacked the antipodes is 
radically different form the type of 
the disease prevalent elsewhere in 
the world, is the belief of Dr. Rob- 
ertson, 
chairman of the board of 


health for Victoria, Australia. 


Dr. Robertson points out that the 


rate of mortality in Australia is low. 


The states of New South Wales 


and Victoria have declared quaran- 
tines against the diseases which is 
characterized as "pneumonic influ- 
enza,7' causing all metropolitan thea- 
tres, dance halls, and meeting places 
closed. The New South Wales cab- 
inet has decided that the wearing of 
anti-influenza masks be made com- 
pulsory. 


• Since Jan. 21 only 337 new cases 
of the disease -were reported in Mel- 
bourne,- with only 27 deaths result- 
ing. 
There were only 12 cases in 


'Sydney, two of 'them being consid- 
ered serious.
